Herne Hill flood 


Disaster hit Herne Hill early on 
7 August when a three-foot wide water 
main burst on Half Moon Lane, leaving 
the streets under more than a metre 
of water. Dozens of independent 
businesses and homes were swamped 
and some do not expect to be able 
to reopen for months. 

Half Moon Dental Centre lost 
thousands of pounds of expensive 
equipment, convenience store owner 
Ken Gangadeen said he lost £60,000 
of stock and Diana Burn of Oliver Burn 
was forced to cancel her honeymoon 
to Jamaica when their estate agency 
was deluged. Simon Eckel, landlord 
of the Half Moon pub, found his cellar 
immersed in water up to 3 metres 
high, with a metre of water on the 
ground floor at one point. He estimates 
the damage will run into many 
thousands of pounds. 

Thirty-six properties were affected 
in total, and Thames Water has 
admitted liability, saying, Tf our pipe 
has burst and caused damage then it's 
our responsibility to put things right/ 

It is estimated the flood will cost the 
company and its insurers around £4 
million - one of the largest London 
flooding claims to hit Thames Water 
in recent years. 

The same streets were flooded after 
torrential rain back in 2004. 


Local architects Benedict 
O’Looney has been nominated for 
a Brick Award in the Best 
Refurbishment and Renovation 
category for its work on the 
Peckham Mosque Extension and 
Minaret Project.

Our favourite Camberwell comedian heads north - beyond Dalston - to the 
Edinburgh Festival Fringe, discovering a city of hills, thril ls and great smoked salmon 


My month... 

* The old man and I saw 
the daughter graduate. 
Nice ceremony, but all 

in Latin so pretty hard 
going! The graduates 
have to hire the gowns at 
£40 a pop - what a rip off! 

* I can't tell you what an 
unexpected treat Once the 
Musical was. I really didn't 
know what I was going to 
see - the marketing seems 
confused. But the music 

is glorious, the leads are 
ace and we tapped our 
toes all the way home on 
the 176. 

* The Patrick Caulfield 
exhibition at Tate Britain 
is big, bold, beautiful and 
witty. It knocks whipper- 
snapper Gary Hume's 
high-gloss paintings next 
door into a cocked hat. 

* I've discovered the 
podcast. I've never really 
bothered before but up 
in Edinburgh, spending 

a lot of time by myself. 

I've found that Richard 
Herring's comedy podcasts 
are the digital equivalent 
of having a cat. 



H ello, can you hear me? I'm writing 
this from far away, up in 
Edinburgh, at the top of a very tall 
house in the New Town. I'm renting 
a two-bedroom flat for the duration 
of the festival that's so vast I get tired walking 
from the bedroom to the lavatory. Sometimes 
as I traverse the humungous sitting room en route 
to the kitchen, I have to have a little rest on the 
sofa before completing my trip to the fridge. 

Edinburgh specializes in property like this. The 
ceilings are dizzyingly high, the walls so massive 
that I could easily install one of those indoor 
climbing walls in the hallway and I have a free¬ 
standing bath in my bedroom - it's true! To be 
honest, there's enough space for matching his and 
hers Victorian roll tops, plus a Jacuzzi for guests. 

The trade-off for this luxury is that I am gigging 
every night for just over two weeks at the world's 
biggest arts festival and sometimes, after doing my 
show (an hour of solid showing off, complete with 
cartwheel), just climbing up the steps to my top- 
floor palace all but finishes me off. 

Edinburgh is a city built on killer hills. This is a 
bike-free zone. There isn't a skinny-jeaned Hoxton 
trendy who could cope with the cobbles from one 
side of the city to the other - he'd have no groin 
left within a week. That said, there are a few 
rickshaws dotted about but due to the effort 
involved in carting folk about, the charges are 
astronomical, and I don't blame them. I flagged 
one down in desperation the other night and

and, although my trip took 
just five minutes, it was vertical 
all the way. The poor driver. 

although my trip took just five minutes, it was 
pretty much vertical. Disembarking, I emptied 
my purse in gratitude and some amount of shame 
- the poor driver looked on the verge of collapse. 

I don't know why Edinburgh keeps mucking 
about building random tram tracks - if ever 
a city needed a cable car system, it's this place. 

I've mostly been relying on cabs, but the cab 
drivers here are the traffic phobic - the sight of 
even the mildest jam has them in hysterics. Every 
one of them needs two weeks of black cabbing in 
London to teach them what gridlock really means. 



But Edinburgh has finally got its food sussed. 
Once upon a time Edinburgh was a gastronomic 
desert. The first time I ordered sushi here it came 
with chips and gravy, but this year the streets are 
full of pop-up fajita this and noodle that. Everything 
is organic and even the economy smoked salmon 
from The Co-op tastes like it's been hand smoked 
by an attractive man with a big red beard. 

So well done Edinburgh, not only are you still 
the second most beautiful city in the world (Venice 
comes in at number one). I'm also giving you three 
stars for transport, four stars for food and five stars 
for mind-boggling entertainment. It's a shame I can 
only reward two stars for the weather!

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WYLD 

Celebrated Peckham author Evie Wyld talks to Jessica 
Cargill-Thompson about ‘that difficult second novel’ 


T t's been a good year for Evie 
Wyld, the self-consciously tall 
33-year-old bookseller from 
Peckham with the trademark 
short fringe, soft voice and 
winning smile. In July she got married 
(to literary agent Jamie Coleman, who 
she met at Goldsmiths), her second 
novel All the Birds , Singing has just been 
published to enthusiastic applause, and 
in April she was named by Granta as 
one of its Best Young British Novelists, 
a list published once a decade that has 
previously included Amis, Barnes, 
McEwan, Smith, Waters... basically the 
cream of British literary talent. 

Evie first pulsed onto the literary 
radar in 2009 with her novel After the 
Fire , A Still Small Voice , a tender yet 
fearless piece of writing that dissects the 
very different lives of two men in 
1950s/60s Australia. (Wyld's mother is 
Australian and Evie spent long holidays 
as a child on the family sugar-cane 
farm.) With descriptions so vivid you 
can actually feel the relentless sun 
coming off the pages, it saw her 
compared to great Australian writers 
such as Peter Carey and Patrick White, 
and attracted a clutch of prizes. 

All the Birds , Singing is slighter in 
size but no less ambitious. It is told by 
Jake, a powerful heroine whose physical 
strength reflects an inner strength that 
has helped her overcome a harsh past, 
now living in self-imposed exile rearing 
sheep on an unnamed English island. As 
with After the Fire , Wyld employs a dual 
narrative, taking us forward in time on 
the island, where Jake's sheep are being 
picked off by an unseen terror, and 
backwards through Jake's youth in 
Australia, leading us simultaneously 
towards a climactic event of the past and 
a possible resolution/retribution. 

'It felt like how memory works,' she 
says. 'Something is troubling you so you 
think about more recent stuff and work 
backwards to find the root. The climactic 
event is not what's most interesting, 
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though, it's about what 
that climactic event 
makes you.' 

Wyld's writing is 
pared back and never 
wasteful: 'I'm always 
more interested in what 
is left out than what's 
said. I like leaving space 
for the reader to 
imagine their own 
story. It's interesting 
that everyone who 
reads a book has a 
totally different image 
of the landscape, or 
what the characters look like.' At times 
the book is also incredibly funny. 'Life is 
funny when it's at its darkest,' she says. 

'It all gets too gloomy if you don't have 
the odd joke or a nuts dog to laugh at.' 

As a student, Wyld had no intention 
of being a writer - 'I didn't think it was

a job that was open to human beings' - 
and went to art school at Bath Spa. 'I 
saw that everyone else was much, much 
better at painting than me so decided I'd 
better try something else. I found that I 
got the same satisfaction out of writing 
short stories as I did from painting, 
except that I was better at it, thank God.' 

And she had certainly never dreamt 
that the writing would go so well. Even 
the mention of the Granta inclusion 
makes her blush and beam with joy. 

'It was really amazing. I'd grown up 
reading Ian McEwan, Julian Barnes, 
and people from the list, so to be on it 
after them has just been unbelievable. 
Lovely. Really, really lovely.' 
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All this has turned Wyld into 
something of a local celebrity, 
getting recognised in the street 
and drawing fans in search 
of a signed copy to the bijou 
Bellenden Road bookshop 
Review, where she is manager. 

'The moment my first book 
was published, people would come in 
and say, "I can't believe you're still 
working in a bookshop!" How would I 
eat otherwise? Some people think that 
anyone who's written a book is JK 
Rowling and swimming in money.' 

Knowing the years of sweat and self 
doubt, and pitifully small remuneration, 
that go into writing a book, she refuses 
to discount any. Supporting writers 
through your local independent 
bookshop, she says, is akin to 
supporting farmers and producers 
through good local food shops. 

Specialising in contemporary fiction, 
with a bit of art, architecture, design and 
cookery thrown in. Review is one of 
those shops you can wander into 
without a clue what you want and leave 
with an amazing book you'd never heard 
of, hand-picked for you, a birthday 
wishlist and a nice card to boot. With 
Review's owner Roz, and Sally Butcher 
of Iranian emporium Persepolis, Wyld 
runs the Peckham literary festival, a 
week in November of free readings, 
author events and general celebration 
of all things book. 

Though Evie's long spells in Australia 
as a child have had a profound effect on 
her writing ('I even used to tell people 
I was Australian'), she now considers 
herself a solid south Londoner. Having 
grown up just round the corner from 
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where Review is now, she has recently 
set up home in Tulse Hill - though the 
attention that this year's successes have 
brought means she still hasn't found 
time to get rid of the offensive beige 
carpet or unpack any boxes. And while 
she loves the new breed of top-quality 
food shops that have been opening in 
the area - Flock & Herd, General Store, 
Cafe Viva, The Begging Bowl - she still 
has a soft spot for the sorts of places 
that have been there forever, such as 
Sardinian restaurant II Giardino by the 


station. Lovely House dim sum, the last 
few unreconstructed pubs and the 
newsagent run by Mr and Mrs Patel, 
who still remember Evie as a teenager. 

Wyld is currently working with 
illustrator Joseph Sumner on a graphic 
memoir about growing up in Peckham 
and Australia and having a shark phobia 
(see facebook.com/RodneyFoxILoveYou), 
and will then start work on her third 
novel. This one leaves Australia behind, 
set largely on the Isle of Wight (another 
childhood haunt), it is inspired by her 


grandparents' story. As the last two 
books have taken more than three years 
each to write, she's not expecting to 
publish any time soon. 

'When the first book did really well, 
people started saying "Ah, but can you 
write another? Difficult second novel, and 
all that." Now they're going, "Difficult 
third novel" and I think - hang on, that's 
not even a saying. That's just being rude.'

As Open House London brings our architecture to 
life once more, we round up five must-see local places 


S ome 700 buildings unbolt their 
doors to promote good design 
and architecture at Open 
House London, running from 
21-22 September. A highly 
anticipated fixture in the cultural 
calendar, the event also encompasses 
a programme of neighbourhood walks, 
cycle rides and experts' talks - all for free. 

This year's theme is 'celebrating 
architecture, people and place', exploring 
issues that are relevant to local 
communities and the evolving built 
environment, such as the design of 
homes, the role of architects in 
revitalising places and, above all, 
showing how good design can make 
London a more liveable, vibrant city. 
Living South resident rounds up five 
must-see local buildings - go explore! 

AKERMAN HEALTH CENTRE 

60 Patmos Road, Brixton SW9 6AF 
Architecture practice Henley Halebrown 
Rorrison has created a series of model 
health centres that fuse functional 
necessities with ambitious design. 
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The new Akerman health centre is at 
once grand and humble, combining the 
layout of a gothic minster with the logic 
of the Georgian terraces among which it 
sits. Stretching 80 metres along Patmos 
Road, its nave-like form comes from the 
dimensions of the site, a long, narrow 
plot on the edge of the Myatts Field 
estate (which is currently undergoing 
a £150m redevelopment). And there's 
none of that fluorescent glare of hospi¬ 
tals, instead doors and window frames 
are of natural timber, corridors are lined 
with warm tones, the lighting is diffuse 
and the staircases even feature a frieze 
by artist Paul Morrison. 


WARREN APARTMENTS 

8 Station Rise, Tulse Hill SE27 9BW 
This new landmark building in black 
and white glazed brick is home to new 
warehouse-style apartments. Designed 
by Groves Natcheva Architects, the 
scale, form and materials were chosen 
to project the character of the area. The 
structure sits at ease within the existing 
context yet its presence announces a 
new sense of care for the things that 
surround us and the way we interact 
with the city we live in. The striking 
volume of those glazed bricks is broken 
down in sections to echo the rhythm 
of the existing urban fabric.

NEO BANKSIDE 

Pavilion C, 70 Holland Street, SE1 9FU 
This award-wining residential 
development, designed by Rogers Stirk 
Harbour + Partners, consists of four 
hexagonal steel and glass pavilions, 
ranging from 12 to 24 storeys, arranged 
around landscaped gardens with 
seasonal fruit trees, beehives and a herb 
garden, forming a public realm linking 
the development to its neighbour, 
the Tate Modern. 

The pavilions make up a family of 
buildings bound by three-dimensional 
geometry, and the distinctive external 
bracing has removed the need for 
internal structural walls, creating highly 
flexible internal spaces. All apartments 
feature innovative winter gardens and 
internal glazed balconies that extend the 
living space and allow residents to take 
in the spectacular London views. 

COACH HOUSE 

11a Sydenham Hill SE26 6SH 
John and Siri Smart of John Smart 
Architects used their own home as a test 
bed for some of John's latest ideas, 
rebuilding a modest former coach house 
using experimental techniques to 
dramatic effect. The detached property

The Warren Apartments,

was built in 1860 as a coach house to its 
larger neighbouring villa, which John's 
practice purchased and converted into 
nine apartments. 

The idea behind the design was to 
connect garden and sky: at the top of the 
house there's a skylight dropping light 
through the middle of the building, 
and each of the three levels, which 
grow progressively lighter as you move 
up through the house, using different 
materials. The lower ground floor is 
connected to the earth using solid bricks 
and concrete, the ground floor features 
boat-like timber joists, and the top floor 
polished plaster and paler colours. 

6 POND COTTAGES 

College Road, Dulwich Village SE21 7LE 
This Grade II listed late 17th century 
weather-boarded workers' cottage 
was restored by its current owners, 

Julie Hailey and David Ray, in 2006. 

An interior designer and developer 
by trade, the couple know how to 
balance authentic and contemporary 
touches - the original part of the 
property retains its cottage charm, 
while a new extension, together with 
tropical planting in the garden, give 
it a modern twist.

The classic kebab doesn’t exactly have a glistening reputation, 
but perhaps it’s time to think again about this humble delicacy 


D oner kebab. Two small 

words, one massive regret. 
Because it always seems 
such a good idea at the 
time, stumbling home in 
that usual last-orders haze. It's the smell 
that grabs you first, sweetly spiced 
seduction. You trip into the shop, 
momentarily blinded by the fierce glare 
of cheap strip lights. And watch, in awe, 
as tissue paper thin slices of charred 
lamb are carved from that mighty 
monolith, and lovingly laid upon a bed 
of virgin lettuce, all enclosed within a 
beautifully blistered pitta wrap. 

Chilli sauce is next, deep scarlet in 
hue, and squeezed from the bottle with 
all the art of a Michelin master. By the 
time the whole thing is ready to attack, 
you're almost giddy with greed. All this, 
for less than a fiver. The first bite melds 
carnivorous heft and pure culinary 
magic as exquisite, capsicum flecked 
juice dribbles down your chin. You get 
home, smile plastered thickly across 
your face, assault the stairs and slump 
into a deep, meat-sated sleep. 

Six hours later and you wake up. Last 
night's joy has transformed into this 
morning's shame. A scrap of fatty meat, 
grey and stinking, is fixed firmly to your 
face. And the floor beside your bed is 
scattered with wilted lettuce, congealed 
fat and some form of artificial red sauce 
so lurid and sinister that it seems to 
glow of its own accord. This was no late 
night snack, more an unholy alliance of 
cheap grease and unspeakable disgust. 
And so another nail is hammered in the 
creaky coffin of the cheap kebab. 

Which is a crying shame. Because at 
its best, there's simply nothing better, a 
blissful combination of fat, protein and 
carbohydrate that makes even the 
grandest sandwich look positively 
second rate. Take the version at Taza (on 
Queens way), my favourite doner stop. 
There's always a queue at any time of 
day or night, snaking out of the door 
and winding down Queensway. They 
take prime slices of lamb shoulder, and 
build them up until it resembles the 
usual 'Elephant's foot'. The meat cooks 
slowly, basted by the fat, until the whole

thing is as bronzed as it is beautiful. 

Each kebab is cooked to order, the meat 
sliced and briefly fried, then mixed with 
lettuce, tomatoes, and a creamy, 
homemade garlic sauce, as well as a 
punchy chilli version too. 

This beauteous melange is wrapped 
in fresh pitta, toasted for a minute of 
two and passed over into your eager 
little hands. Better still, they have an 
extras section, so you can pimp your 
bab. Diced tomatoes, whole pickled 
chillies, coleslaw, pert and sharp. Best 
Turkish Kebab, on Stoke Newington 
Road, are also masters of this particular 
art. Along with Fulham's Kebab Kid (90 
New King's Road), and the chicken 
shwarma (the Lebanese version of doner 
with great chunks of meat moulded onto 
a large spit) at the ever brilliant (and late 
night) Maroush II (maroush.com). 

Then there are the shish kebabs, with 
the best found in those fine Turkish 
establishments where everything is 
cooked over white-ashed charcoal. Here, 
fat chunks of fillet are marinated then 
grilled until just pink within. Sauces are 
always homemade, bread freshly baked. 
Meanwhile Lahore Kebab House cooks 
up the Punj abi version of the shish 
kebab, and very splendid it is too. 

Talking of Pakistan, don't miss 
Tayyab's (tayyabs.co.uk) take on the 
minced lamb kebab, the seekh. The 
spicing is perfect, the succulence still 
very much there. Patogh (8 Crawford 
Place W1H) gives a Persian spin on the 
dish. Their bread is excellent too. The 
Turkish version, Beyti and Adana kebab, 
are magnificent at Dalston's Mangal 
Ocakbasi (mangall.com), and at Meze 
Mangal (mezemangal.co.uk) also. 

OK, so the late night horror show 
kebab, stinking of BO and dripping with 
disgust, will never disappear. But search 
out the best - be they Turkish, Pakistani, 
Indian or Lebanese - and they move 
from late night mistake to all day delight. 
Proper kebabs. Far too good to waste on 
the drunk. •

Bar in 2007, we've been making the 
annual pilgrimage to the Peckham 
multi-storey car park's rooftop. Every 
year it just gets better.

In year one, as the Campari bar, I felt 
compelled to drink negronis.

C all it Toast, Toasted, Toast East 
Dulwich... whatever you call it, 
do so with a glass in your hand. 
For not only do Alex Thorp (above) and 
Michael Hazelwood love their food, they 
love their wine, too. Both are given an 
equal footing, and both are excellent. 

A friend and I arrived on a very busy 
Wednesday evening, which is apparently 
how it's been since opening on 1 June, yet 
the staff somehow kept the masses fed 
and watered with genuine smiles and time 
to help you out with the menu. Perhaps 
people read the reviews in Time Out and 
the Evening Standard , or perhaps people 
were so sad to see Green & Blue 
disappear they couldn't wait to see what 
had taken its place. Well, those mourning 
the loss of a great wine shop can dry their 
tears, because this place has four wine 
tanks with wine is shipped in bulk so you 
can sup away in house, or fill a reusable 
bottle to take home, at very reasonable 
prices (£10.45 a litre for the house white). 

Now the food. It is divine. The produce- 
led menu focuses on seasonal ingredients, 
and head chef Michael Hazelwood, who 
honed his skills at Attica in Melbourne 
(one of the best restaurants in the world), 
is a master at balancing flavour and 
texture. The menu is pretty informal 
- select a few dishes tapas-style, or go 
for three courses. We did a bit of both. 


starting with dishes of fresh cheese, 
onions and dill, peas, curd, yolk and 
almonds - simple, but expertly executed 

- raw mackerel, ginger and white soy 
and crab, broccoli and sorrel. All fabulous 

- fresh, light and utterly devourable, 
especially that mackerel. 

Then the 'mains'. The shoulder of lamb 
with toasted cauliflower, chard and walnut 
puree was gorgeous, as was my friend's 
cod with tomato and kohlrabi. And 
dessert: a coconut sorbet with lemon curd, 
brown butter and oats and sourdough 
biegnets, a kind of half doughnut, half 
fritter, were rather naughty but nice. One 
of the most delicious meals I've ever eaten.

S ummer is always a riot of colour

'When I lived 
in Singapore as a child the world suddenly 
went into technicolour, coming from a very 
grey Britain. From there onwards I was 
fascinated by colour and tactile things.

Deborah, who has lived in and loved 
south London since 1979, set up Bright 
Colours 18 months ago after retiring from 
her position with the British Heart 
Foundation. Having being given a brightly 
coloured briefcase - the Camberwell Bag - 
Deborah decided a line of fun accessories 
was something she'd like to pursue. 

Initially she started importing the 
briefcases from China, but then decided 
that, from an ethical point of view, she 
would prefer to source her products and 
materials from the UK and Europe. In fact, 
having lived in developing countries, 
Deborah decided that Bright Colours' 
ethical commitment would go beyond that, 
to work towards a lower carbon footprint 
and to donate £1 from every sale to the 
Development Workshop, a charity that 
works with poor communities in Africa 
and Asia to improve lives and livelihoods. 

'I personally have a strong sense that 
we need to take responsibility for the 
things we produce and sell to others,' says 
Deborah. 'My whole background has been 


in working for charities and I've lived in 
developing countries, so I feel that 
everyone should make an effort to take 
some responsibility for our world.' 

A huge champion of local enterprise, 
and south London in general, Deborah 
named her first product the Camberwell 
Bag because it seem to fit with the area 
('it's very artsy and multicultural'). Then 
there's the Clapham sCosy, a felt cover 
tailor-made for your iPad, named for the 
area because 'it's quite a neat designer 
item, which seems to fit with Clapham's 


media set'. The Southbank Tote, 
a slim-line leather with a 'Festival Hall, 
National Theatre type of feel to it', led to 
the creation of the Peckham Pocket, 
designed by an SE15 portrait artist to 
stop you losing your keys at the bottom. 

Deborah is also working on a new 
design for autumn, created in Cambridge 
from old festival banners, donated 
by Southwark Council, and recycled 
seatbelts. Keep your eyes peeled...

Lorraine Crighton-Smith discovers you can have two 
international luxury experiences in one trip with Raffles 


resident 


L uxury-travel lovers listen up: The 
Seychelles is calling your name. 
Picture the crystal clear water, 
white sandy beaches and laid-back 
living of island life. Now, change the 
scenery. Keep the sand, but imagine 
dunes, desert-style, and throw in a few 
sky scrapers. Try the world's tallest 
man-made structure... That's right, from 
The Seychelles to the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) in one paragraph 
because, it transpires, it is remarkably 
easy to travel between the two 
destinations. 

We started in the United Arab 
Emirates. The high-end airline. Emirates 
transported us - in spectacular style - 
from London Heathrow to Dubai in 
around seven hours. On arrival we were 
whisked away to out accommodation. 
Raffles Dubai, which was a mere 
20-minute drive. Look our for the 
distinctive exterior, which is built in the 
shape of an Egyptian pyramid, and be 
wowed as you enter the luxe marble 
lobby. There's a running theme 
throughout the hotel, which has 252 
rooms and suites that claim to be the 
largest in the city, so see if you can spot 
the four elements of life - earth, air, fire 
and water whilst inside. 

Dubai has tourist attractions a-plenty; 
we took in but a few and still felt like 
we'd had a rich and varied stay. From 
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dune bashing and a desert safari to 
some serious shopping in the Dubai 
Mall (which has over 1,200 stores and a 
gigantic aquarium), we busied ourselves 
in this buzzing city and sought rest and 
recuperation back at the Raffles Dubai 
Spa. Raffles Spa features exclusive 
rejuvenating treatments, inspired by 
Asian, Middle Eastern and European 
traditions, but more on that later. 

Sticking with the fashion theme, we 
also enjoyed a Fashion Afternoon Tea 
back at the hotel, a very British tradition 
given a stylish Dubai twist (sandwiches 


in the shape of dresses, decadent cakes 
shaped like handbags etc). 

There are seven restaurants within 
Raffles Dubai, our favourites included 
Fire & Ice, a sophisticated grill that's 
reminiscent of the New York 
Meatpacking District and TOMO, an 
authentic Japanese Restaurant that 
comes with superb views as it's 
positioned at the peak of the pyramid. 
Also at the top of the pyramid, you'll 
find trendy nightclub People by Crystal, 
perfect if you really want to let your hair 
down without leaving the building.

As all holidays, our time in Dubai 
came to end, but it wasn't all bad as next 
up we were Seychelles bound. 

Seychelles International Airport on the 
island of Mahe is around a four-hour 
flight from Dubai. To continue our 
journey with Raffles we boarded a short 
flight (around 15-minutes) to Praslin 
island (at 38 km 2 it is the second largest 
island of the Seychelles, 44km northeast 
of the largest, Mahe). On arrival at Raffles 
Praslin Seychelles we were greeted with 
the words 'welcome to paradise'. I'm not 
sure that words or photographs can 
really do justice for what we were set to 
experience during our stay, but in 
hindsight paradise isn't far off. 

The outdoor terraced lobby here is a 
far cry from the decadence of Raffles 
Dubai but its breathtaking views and 
general demeanour hint to the fact that 
this is a different kind of place altogether. 

It was Earth Day when we 
arrived and we were just in time 
to help the team and guests plant 
trees. In years to come the trees 
we planted then will have grown 
tall, to replace the foliage that 
was removed to accommodate 
the resort, returning the 
Seycelloious scenery to its 
former glory. Another benefit of 
that is how private it will make 
the resort, we're told it will be 
hard to see on the approach. 

After a week there it becomes 
clear that privacy is key. There 
are 86 villas each with a private 
plunge pool, balcony, outdoor 
pavilion and butler service 
available round-the-clock so you 
never have to leave your villa 
should you choose not to. Though we 
heartily recommend that you do, even if 
it's just to lounge by the (much larger) 



communal pool with a cocktail in hand or 
to shuffle down to the beach. 

Remember, though, there is an island 
out there and it would be criminal to go 
and not explore it. Praslin is home to the 
endemic Coco de Mer palm tree, which 
produces its distinctive-shaped nut 
(which will be stamped into your 
passport on arrival). Head out to the 
Vallee de Mai, a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site, to see where it grows. Or 
take a boat across to Cruiseuse island (we 
suggest you do both), the only other 
place the Coco de Mer grows. Cruiseuse 
is also home to over 500 giant tortoises. 
They are friendly giants, who like to be 
tickled under the chin (but avoid the 
backs of their necks or near their shells). 
While island hopping. La Digue is 
another nearby on which you can hire 
bicycles. We took a cycling tour of the 
island before enjoying a traditional lunch. 

Back at Raffles Praslin Seychelles work 
off your meal and stretch out with pilates 
in the pavilion, a serene experience with 
the gentle ocean breeze and the sounds 
of the waves. Or kick back and enjoy a 


pre-supper cocktail (try the Praslin 
sling). Food at Raffles Praslin Seychelles 
brings together local culture and world 
cuisine. Head to Losean Restaurant for 
contemporary Mediterranean dishes 
while Curieuse Restaurant specialises 
in seafood. Private and alfresco dining 
is also available, our last supper on 
Praslin was suitably romantic and 
memorable as we dined on the beach. •

What changes have you seen in 
south east London over the past 
5-10 years? 

Fve seen a change in attitude from 
buyers as transport links improve and 
high streets have become more 
gentrified and generally updated. Crystal 
Palace is a prime example, with the 
London Overground and links to other 
popular parts of London that enable 
many more buyers to consider areas 
they once may not have looked at. 

What are your predictions for 
the area for the next five years? 

That many more buyers will take 
advantage of lower house values 
and potential future capital gain as the 
market continues to grow and these 
areas continue to regenerate. The offer 
of higher quality amenities and local 
attractions will tempt many more 
people away from historically 
trendy south west London.

More owners moving 
into renting 

According to the latest English Housing 
Survey there are more people leaving home 
ownership for the private rented sector than 
there are others doing the reverse. 

The report estimated that there were 22 million 
households in England between 2011 and 
2012. In recent years, many of these have 
made the change from owner-occupier to 
rental property, as the lettings market grew 
from strength to strength. 

In fact, owner-occupier households stood at 
14.8 million between 2005/6, but fell to 14.4 
million in 2011 /12. Over the same period, 
meanwhile, the number of rental properties 
soared from 2.4 million to 3.8 million. Over the 
course of the year, 150,000 householders sold 
up and entered the PRS, whilst 116,000 tenants 
got out of renting and into buying. 

Branch manager of local letting experts 
Leaders in Forest Hill, David Montero 
comments; “Whilst the recent report is showing 
the statistics for 2011 /2012, we are expecting 
the same to be true for 2013 as we have seen 
a real surge in buy to let investments and an 
increase in tenant demand.” 

David continues; “Along with the issue of 
affordability many people are now choosing 
renting over owning for the convenience. In 
a recent survey of our tenants across Surrey 
and South East London, 33.2% sited the need/ 
desire for flexibility as their main reason for 
renting, whilst a further 8.4% don’t want the 
responsibility of home ownership.” 

These trends are of course good news for 
landlords who rely on the on-going demand 
for rental property to ensure a good medium 
to long term investment from property.

It has emerged that developers are 
marketing their properties at prices 20% 
below the correct asking price, implying 
that the equity loan is some kind of 
discount or free gift. Akwasi Duodu, 
independent financial consultant at 
Sterling & Law says: “This sort of 
practice is fairly widespread and, 
in my view, much of the 
advertising is misleading. There 
were always worries that these 
subsidies would encourage the 
kind of bad practices which 
undermined the market before, so 
stringent guidelines were drawn 
up requiring all advertising around 
these deals to be clear. It seems to 
me that much of the advertising is 
not at all clear, and potentially 
misleading.” 

Akwasi continues: "Slicing money off 
the price implies it is a gift from the 
government. It is not. An equity loan is 
precisely what it says it is. It is a loan 
which has to be repaid. The worry is this 
will encourage people to take on debts 
they do not understand, or overstretch 
themselves and buy bigger properties 
than they can afford, which is not what 
the scheme was designed to do at all. It 
is there to help those at the very bottom 
of the ladder make a start.” 

Nonetheless, the government will 
extend the scheme to encompass older 
properties in 2014, at which point there 
should be much to be excited about.

For the first time in years, I am genuinely excited about the 
property market. Why? Because the 5% deposit is back! 


Let’s be clear: the first-time buyer is the 
foundation of the property market. The 
person selling their three-bedroom semi 
to move to their dream four-bedroom 
detached house would probably be 
selling to someone upgrading from a 
two-bedroom flat, they themselves 
having upgraded from a one-bedroom 
flat. The person buying the one-bedroom 
flat would most likely be a first-time 
buyer. Without the first-time buyer there 
is nothing and the whole chain collapses. 

When the Help to Buy scheme was 
announced in August last year, it was 
designed to enable first-time purchasers 
to put down a 5% deposit on a newly 
built home, much less than some banks 
now demand. Just like in the old days! 
The scheme would include home movers 
too and up to 20% of the cost of the 
home would be funded by a shared 
equity loan, which would be interest free 
for the first five years. In effect, the 
government would be taking a stake in 
the borrowers’ homes and has set aside 
£3.5bn to invest in these loans. The value 
of the shared equity loan is linked to the 
property’s value. So, for example, if the 
value of the property had doubled by the 
time the shared equity loan is repaid, the 
amount the borrower has to repay would 
have doubled, too. 

So is it working? Certainly, figures in 
August 2013 showed that new buyer 
enquiries were at their highest level in 
three years. However, results in London 
are mixed. The fact that the scheme is 
limited to new-build properties certainly 
reduces its appeal and mortgage experts 
have expressed concern that some of the 
bad practices associated with the 
property boom may be creeping back. 
They are critical of some of the methods

S everal lenders have 

launched 0% mortgages. 
However, before pursuing 
this option it is worth 
looking at the overall 
costs of the mortgage compared 
to traditional mortgages as the 
0% lender will eventually want 
to recoup their cost of money. 

While 0% is attractive to new 
borrowers who want lower mortgage 
outgoing for the first few months 
to fund furniture or other home 
improvements, capital repayments 
still have to be made. The period 
of no interest varies and is normally 
three or six months, thereafter 
interest resumes at a slightly higher 
rate. Fees vary and again look 
at the maths or take professional 
advice as the overall costs may 
outweigh the initial advantage.
